An Irish Test Vote. 


THE St. Louis Post-Dispatch is 


pretty good Democratic authority, 
and as the following is from ito col- 
umns we presume it is not "• black 
Republican lit>": 


The question as to whether the 


Irish citizens of tbe Republic mean 
to maintain their allegiance to the 
Democratic party was rather em- 
phatically answered in the negative 
by the Sons of Erin, one of the best 
known Irish societies in the city, 
which by a test vole of 119 to 1 de- 
clared itself for Blaine and Logan 
and against Cleveland and Hendnoka 
at its meeting on Sunday afternoon. 
Of course this was not a vote bind- 
ing the society to anything, as it is 
not under any circumstances a polit- 
ical body, but simply indicates the 
individual preierences of 120 mem 
bers of the oiganization who were 
present at tbe meeting. It is said 
that a similar test vote will be taken 
at the meetings of other Irish soci^ 
eties during tbe next two weeks, and 
many Democratic Irishmen fear tbat 
the results may show similar deter 
ruination on the part of this class of 
citizens.

Story of the Be»oue. 


Si. JOHX, N. F , July 18.—Tbe story of 


tbo rescuing party, us told by Captain 
Asb, leo pilot ot tbo Bear, It as follows: 


"\Vc nailed from St. Johns Way 4, and 


reached Upper Navlk on the 29th; Duck 
Island Juno Oth, Capo York June 18th 
and 1'aycr Harbor ou tbo 22d. At 7 p. m. 
wo had both bblps fast to a heavy floo In 
Payer Harbor and soruo ot the olllcors 
and moo lett tbo ship for tho shore In dll- 
lerent directions. 
An oulcor from the 


Thetis found the record on Brevoot Is- 
laud, btatlug that Greely and party were 
all well aud that tho/ lelt for Conger Au- 
cu"t 8 and lauded at Balrd Inlet on tho 
«9lh ot Septombei, after driving about on 
tho luc nearly ttireo weeks In tbe vicinity 
ol Capo 
Sablne.

His answer was "there are seven of us 
lelt." 
Slid news and a sudden reverse of

But It was no Umo to reflect, 


wo must try to save tho living. I jumped 
Into tbo launch aud at onco passed some 
fooil tbat we woro prepared with and we 
at ouco started lor tho camp. It was 
blowlug a gale, tho tent was blown down, 
t\cept a stout prop under one end. The 
pool fellows bad not strength to put It 
up.

aud unable to help themselves. Pointing 
to ono, they '.aid be was dying, but be 
rallied and la dolug well now.

A nro was made, tho suffer- 
ciswcro attended to by Dr. Ames and 
ghcn plouty ol warm milk.

about. Stretchers had been brought and 
tbo mco wero carried to tho boat. Two 
men only wero strong enough to be led 
down by men on each side ot them to tho 
boats. They wero taken off, some on 
board each Bhlp. 
«lt was noar midnight, tho sun shining 
and wind blowing a gate, fortunately off 
hhore, which kept tho leo from coming on 
us 
We proceeded with a good crew to 


uniarlh tbe dead bodies and wrap them 
lu blankets, a part -were taken to each 
ship 
Ten wero burled oa a lldge side 


by side, 300 jards Irom the camp, 
with 
a

back. Two others woro lying a little dis- 
tance below the camp, tho survivors not 
hiving strength enough to bury them 
with tho rest, making twelve bodies taten 
on board tho ships. FOOT others were 
buried ou tho Ice from tho winter house, 
but tho leo bad broken and taken thorn 
with It. 


idwardi, an Esquimaux, was drowned, 


while bunting. Total deaths (lace the 
party readied Capo S»blne last fall, 


expedition ot 1882. 
In tbe Autumn a forlorn hope started 


to reach some dried meat cached by 
Nares, but Ellison's feet and hands wero 
frozen, nnd they wero forced to abandon 
the meat and return. In the spring a tent 
was erected but the party were too weak 
to fasten It strongly. 
In April Bice and 


I Fredericks volunteered to tlnd the aban- 
doned meat. 
Klco died on tho way aod 


Brcderlcks returned in a terribly ex- 
hausted condition. Two mcn.XocUvvood 
and Jewell died In camp while Fredericks 
was away, and on tho 1st ol June Kings- 
bury died. 
After this, little of moment, except 


constantly recurring deaths, occurred 
until June 22, when the faint sound of a 
steam whistle was heard by Long 
He 
aud Bralncrd got out of their sleeping 
baa and went to a point, but seeing noth- 
ing they started to return. Long was 
uuablc to do so, and sat down la despair 
beside some rocks 
Soon ho saw a steam 


launch to which he shouted, and In a 
little while the rescuers Unded.

THE MADISON UHORCH. 


A Victim of the Cyclone to be Rebuilt— 


Will You Help? 


Hon. W. T. Moft'ett, of Blue Mound, 


was in the oity yesterday. He gives a 
graphic description of tho destruction 
caused jn his neighborhood on the night 
of July 4tb, by the terrific cyclone which 
swept over that rich section of tha coun- 
try, laying waste many fields of growing 
crops, tearing down fences and wrecking 
many beautiful houses. One of the most 
complete losses was the total destruction 
of the old Madison Cumberland Presby- 
terian Church, which was erected seven- 
teen years ago, at a coat of $3,600. At 
the time ot the disaster, the membership 
embraced about fifty people of the neigh- 
borhood. 'Now they have no place of 
worship, and the children of the commu- 
nity have no place to go on the Sabbath 
to attend Sunday school. The situation 
is a most embarrassing one for the Madi- 
son people; but they don't intend to sub- 
mit to the storm king. Tbe board of 
trustees and members of the congregation 
have held a meeting for consultation at 
which they decided to take the necessary 
steps at once to rebuild tho church on 
the old site. But they will have to have 
money to accomplish their purpose. Only 
a fowot the membership are able to make 
cash contributions, as many of the peo- 
ple suffered losses of property and crops. 
Mr. Moffett was appointed to call upon 
the people in the neighborhood aud other 
parts of the county and solicit aid from 
those who are able to give to the church 
fund. He will doubtless call upon a 
number of Deoatur people for contribu- 
tions to help rebuild the Madison church, 
and we have no doubt there are scores of 
citizens in t'»e oity who will cheerfully 
contribute liberally for so worthy an ob- 
ject.
